Opening Statement 


On Wednesday, October 24, 2012, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators responded to an 
incident command post, established by Compton Station personnel. Sergeant Laura 
Haynes, Sergeant Brenda Parker and Lieutenant John McBride were briefed regarding 
the circumstances of a Deputy Involved Hit Shooting. Sergeant Laura Haynes was 
assigned the responsibility for the administrative review of the incident. 


Sergeant Haynes retired from the Sheriff's Department in April of 2014, before finishing 
the administrative review of the incident. Sergeant Richard Martinez was tasked with 
completing the review in Sergeant Haynes' absence. 


IAB NOTE: The Administrative Rights Force/Shooting Forms for Deputies 
ини: Werner were not included іп the case book | received from Sergeant 
Haynes. During the deputies interviews with IAB investigators they were asked if they 
received an Administrative Rights Force/Shooting Form. The deputies acknowledged 
they received the form, read it and understood it. These conversations are reflected on 
the transcripts, as well as audio recordings of the interviews. 


Synopsis 


Deputy ш... and Deputy Werner (Bookman) co NN 
when they heard a volley of gunshots close to their location. As they drove to 
investigate, they saw two cars driving down the street in their direction. It appeared as if 
one car was chasing the other. One of the cars drove past them on the driver's side of 
their patrol car while the other car passed by them on the passenger side. The cars then 


split up and drove off in different directions. Believing an assault with a gun had just 
occurred, the deputies went in pursuit of the car which had been chasing the other car. 
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Deputies ИИ Werner had a ride-along WT | with them that 
evening. Deputy Werner briefed the ride-along about what they should do in case of an 
emergency and when they were out of the patrol vehicle. This took place at the station, 
before they started the shift. During this incident Deputy Werner told the ride-along to 
stay in the vehicle when the pursuit ended. Witness MM c in the vehicle at 
the termination of the pursuit until the shooting ended. She let herself out by reaching 
through the partially open back window. Shortly after she exited the vehicle she was told 
by a deputy to go back inside, to which she complied. 


During the pursuit, the deputies saw there were multiple suspects in the car and one of 
the suspects threw a handgun out of the window. The pursuit went for approximately 2.9 
miles and lasted approximately 4 minutes before the suspects turned onto a cul-de-sac. 
The driver of the suspect vehicle, Suspect Keahey, exited the car while it was still moving 
and ran. 


Suspect Keahey ran down the driveway of | 9 San Luis Street and onto a pickup 
truck that was parked in the driveway, against a fence. Deputy Werner went in foot 
pursuit of Suspect Keahey who was approximately twenty feet away, following him down 
the driveway and onto the pickup truck. Suspect Keahey jumped over the fence and 
landed in the backyard. Deputy Werner continued to follow Suspect Keahey and looked 
over the fence. He saw Suspect Keahey turning in his direction while reaching for his 
waistband and estimated he was approximately six to eight feet away at this point. 
Believing Suspect Keahey was arming himself with a handgun, Deputy Werner shot at 
him. Deputy Werner said there were no people in the backyard and he saw nothing but 
clear concrete. He described this as a clear backdrop. The distance from Deputy 
Werner's radio car to the fence was approximately forty feet. Two 9mm shell casings 
were recovered from the bed of the pickup truck and one 9mm shell casing was recovered 
from the ground near the driver's side door. 


Deputy Werner also jumped over the fence and continued to chase Suspect Keahey 
eastbound through the backyard of ast San Luis Street. On two additional 
occasions during the foot pursuit in the backyard, Suspect Keahey turned toward Deputy 
Werner grabbing at his waistband. Deputy Werner, believing the suspect was reaching 
for a handgun, fired at the suspect each time. Four 9mm shell casings were recovered 
from the ground, near the water heater housing, which is located on the northwest corner 
ofthe house. Three 9mm shell casings were recovered from the center of the backyard. 
Suspect Keahey then jumped over a chain link fence into the backyard of the house next 
door т Ж San Luis Street.) Suspect Keahey layed on the ground and was taken 
into custody by Deputy Werner with the assistance of Deputy Felmer. Suspect Keahey 
was taken into custody approximately fifty feet from the fence he initially jumped over in 
the driveway. Deputy Werner said it appeared that Suspect Keahey was not hit by the 
gunfire during the first two times he fired. He said after the third time he shot, it appeared 
he shot the suspect in the leg, based on the suspect's reaction. 
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Deputy Werner said prior to him initiating the foot pursuit he heard deputies coming up 
behind him. He did not look back, however he could hear the radios and car doors 
opening and closing. Не also said the helicopter was overhead, as he chased the 
suspect. 


ran toward the suspect's car as it stopped (approximately eighty feet 
radio car,) as he saw a suspect exiting from the passenger side. 
said when he initially exited his vehicle he was in the middle of the 
street. He ran to the north sidewalk to get out of the street and take cover near a large 
tree. Suspect Tate emerged from the front passenger seat and ran in Deputy 

irection. Suspect Tate who was now approximately forty feet away, 
grabbed at his waistband as he ran toward Deputy | Believing the suspect 


was retrieving a handgun, Deputy hot at the suspect three times. Suspect 
Tate collapsed in the driveway of land was taken into custody 
by oe la with the assistance ot Deputy Carbajal. One 9mm shell casing 


was recovered from the street in front of land two 9mm shell 
casings were recovered from the southwest area of the front yard of the same address. 
Deputy aid there was a large cinder block wall at the end of the street (behind 
the suspect) and there were no pedestrians on the street. 


The third suspect, Suspect Cooper, ran from the vehicle and was taken into custody a 
short distance away ( while hiding under a vehicle. 


Suspect Keahey sustained five gunshot wounds, two to his torso, two to his left thigh, and 
one to the buttocks. He was transported to Saint Francis Medical Center where he was 
listed in stable condition. 


Suspect Tate sustained one gunshot wound to the left foot. He was transported to Saint 
Francis Medical Center where he was listed in stable condition. 


The suspect's .357 caliber revolver was recovered where it was thrown from the vehicle. 
No deputies were injured. 

It should be noted a gunshot victim was located near the area where the deputies heard 
the gunshots and saw the suspect's саг. That victim ultimately died. The case is 
documented under 012-1601 1-2137-011 and is being investigated by Sergeant Joe 


Ramirez and Ray Lugo. 


All three suspects are "Leuders Park Piru” gang members. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputies | А Werner said they each put out radio 
traffic advising they had been involved in a shooting, however they did not know if it went 
over the air, as numerous people were talking on the radio at the same time. | listened to 
the radio traffic Exhibit D. One broadcast of 998 can be heard; however several people 
were talking over each other on the radio, shortly after that transmission. 

The incident was documented in Homicide Bureau's case book and Supplemental 
Report, Exhibit A, a vehicle pursuit packet and foot pursuit evaluation form provided by 
Compton Station, Exhibit B, and crime scene sketches along with related CD's & DVD's, 
Exhibits C & D.

Involved Employee Statements 


Homicide investigators interviewed all involved personnel on the date of this incident. A 
summary of their interviews may be found in Exhibit A, Supplemental Report. The 
verbatim transcripts of those interviews are enclosed in this case. This IAB investigator 
reviewed the audio recordings of those interviews and found that Homicide's summary of 
each interview is an accurate account of what was said. 


IAB Interview of Deputy ааа 


Deputy was interviewed by IAB investigators Laura Haynes and Brenda 
Parker on July 22, 2013. The following is a summary of that interview. For more 
information and precise wording, see the attached verbatim transcription of the interview. 


Deputy — said he and his partner (Deputy Werner) were on B Я 
Stockwell Street, east of Willowbrook Avenue when they heard gun shots just west of 
their location. As they travelled westbound on Stockwell Street to check for the source of 
the shots, they saw two vehicles coming east on Stockwell Street towards them. Deputy 
| attempted to conduct a head on traffic stop of the vehicles, however they 
drove around him. 


Both vehicles continued eastbound on Stockwell Street toward Willowbrook Avenue. The 
first vehicle,a gold Buick, drove northbound on Willowbrook Avenue, west of the train 
tracks. The suspect vehicle drove southbound on Willowbrook Avenue, west of the train 
tracks. 
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Deputy А they chose to follow the burgundy vehicle because it was heading 
in the direction of Compton where "our" units would be able to assist and engage in the 
vehicle pursuit. After activating the patrol car lights and siren, the suspects refused to 
pull over. Deputy M Deputy Werner initiated a vehicle pursuit broadcast of a 
"245, 417" vehicle over the radio. 


рериу said at no time during the pursuit did the driver make an effort to stop. 
He said the suspects were running stop signs, making unsafe turns and not yielding to 
oncoming traffic at intersections. 


Deputy 008: there were at least two people in the car, the driver and 
somebody in the backseat. Deputy [EEE said they saw the suspects toss what 
appeared to be a handgun out of the car in the area of Acacia St. and Winona St.

29 he saw the driver of the suspect vehicle open the door and jump 
out as the vehicle was still moving. The vehicle continued to roll and eventually hit a 
parked car. This car was parked on the north curb line, in front "UH 5 | 
Street. Deputy ИШЕ stopped the radio car in front of [least San Luis Street, 
approximately eighty feet from the suspect vehicle. This suspect (subsequently 
identified as Suspect Dennis азе tumbled as he came out of the car and "took off’ 


running northbound. Deputy said he saw Deputy Werner run after this 
suspect. 


Deputy MR =; he maintained a visual on the suspect vehicle which continued 
travelling westbound on San Luis Street to where it came to rest after it struck a parked 
vehicle. Deputy S t ved toward the car, he saw the front 
passenger side door open. Deputy elled commands to stop. He said the 
suspect (subsequently identified as Lawrence Tate) ignored his commands, exited while 
clutching his waist area and began running eastbound along the north curb, toward him 


Deputy г: that at this point he believed the suspect was going to retrieve a 
firearm to shoot him and fearing for his life, shot at him approximately 3 times. Deputy 

said Deputy Carbajal was near him when he shot. He said the suspect fell 
immediately to the ground, face down, with his arms to his side. Additional deputies 
arrived on scene, he holstered his weapon and handcuffed the suspect. 


Deputy said that as additional deputies arrived, he heard gunshots coming 


from east of his location. He said he directed deputies to respond to Deputy Werner's 
location because he was just east of him. 
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IAB Interview of Deputy John Werner 


Deputy Werner was interviewed by IAB investigators Laura Haynes and Brenda Parker 
on July 22, 2013. The following is a summary of the interview. For more information 
and precise wording, see the attached verbatim interview transcript. 


Deputy Werner said he and Deputy 8. on B I Stockwell 
Street and Willowbrook Avenue when they heard approximately 5-7 loud gunshots west 
ofthem. They went west on Stockwell St. to look for the source of the shots. They saw 
two cars travelling in tandem southbound on a north/south Street at a high rate of speed 
coming towards them. 


Deputy Werner said the cars turned east on Stockwell Street and came towards them at a 
high rate of speed. Based on both cars erratic driving, and high rate of speed coming 
from the area of the gunshots, Dep. Werner believed they were the suspects responsible 
for the shooting. Deputy ЖШ ос the radio car into the east bound lane to try 
to get them to stop. Both suspect cars swerved around them, one car to the right, the 
other to the left. 


Deputy Werner advised over the radio they were in pursuit of a 245, 417 vehicle and they 
followed the maroon car. He said he saw "a shiny object" fly out of the passenger side of 
the suspect car and knew it was a gun. Ultimately they were chasing the car east on 
Rosecrans Ave. The suspect was driving at a high rate of speed, at times driving on the 
Sidewalk. 


Deputy Werner said they were on San Luis Street, heading towards a dead end when the 
suspect vehicle slowed down. Simultaneously, the driver's door and both right side 
passenger doors opened while the car was still moving. The driver rolled out of his car 
towards their radio car and ultimately got up and started running down a driveway. As 
the suspect ran his right hand was tucked in his waist band and he continually looked over 
his shoulder. Deputy Werner said these actions were consistent with someone armed 
with a gun. The suspect continued running down the driveway and jumped in the bed of 
a pick-up truck. The rear of the truck was parked against a fence leading into the back 
yard of that residence. The suspect then jumped over the fence entering the back yard. 


Deputy Werner said as the suspect was jumping over the fence, he (Deputy Werner) was 
also in the bed of the pick-up truck and ran to the fence. As Deputy Werner looked over 
the fence he saw the suspect crouching and looking over his shoulder, with his hand near 
his waistband. Fearing he was going to be shot, Deputy Werner fired at him. 

Deputy Werner said he also jumped over the fence and maintained sight of the suspect. 
The suspect continued running, looking back at Deputy Werner while grabbing his 
waistband with his right hand. Fearing for his safety, Deputy Werner, said he fired again 
and wasn't sure if he hit the suspect or not. 
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Deputy Werner said the suspect continued running past the detached garage towards the 
north east corner of the property. He was still grabbing his waistband with his right hand. 
The suspect stopped and looked at Deputy Werner. Fearing the suspect was going to pull 
out a gun and shoot him, Deputy Werner fired at him. The suspect ran to a chain link 
fence on the side of the yard and climbed over it. Once on the opposite side of the fence, 
the suspect gave up and was taken into custody. 


Deputy Werner said he knew there were numerous deputies around during the incident, 
he did not turn around to look at them, but he could hear their radios near him. 


Deputy Werner said every time he has a ride-along he explains how to use the radio in 
case of an emergency. He also tells them to stay behind him if they are outside of the 
vehicle and to do what he tells them. Deputy Werner said prior to him exiting the vehicle 
at the end of the pursuit he told the ride-along to stay down and remain in the vehicle. He 
went on to say he was not worried about the ride-along at this time, as he knew there were 
a lot of deputies near her.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the October 24, 2012, non-fatal shooting of Dennis Keahey, Jr. and 
Lawrence Tate by Los Angeles Sheriff's Department — a John Werner. 
We find that mw с John Werner acted lawfully in self-defense and in an 
attempt to arrest dangerous felons. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting on October 24, 2012 at 
approximately 6:53 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Renee Chang and District Attorney Senior Investigator Christopher Oppenborn, responded 
and was given a briefing of the circumstances and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Detective Richard Tomlin, LASD Homicide 
Bureau. The voluntary statements of Deputies fond Wemer were considered as part of this 
analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On October 24, 2012, at approximately 6:18 p.m., Deputies И Werner were ү =—=——.

A tan colored vehicle was closely following the Infiniti and was 
also traveling in an erratic manner. | -i to conduct a traffic stop on the vehicles to 
investigate whether the occupants were involved in a possible shooting. He stopped his patrol 
vehicle and activated the lights and siren. Both cars swerved around the patrol vehicle, one on each 
side, and continued to drive away. ade a u-turn and began to pursue the maroon 


Infiniti.? 


The Infiniti had three occupants, Dennis Keahey, the driver, Lawrence Tate, the front passenger, 
and Robert Cooper, the rear passenger.’ During the pursuit, Keahey drove at a high rate of speed 
through a residential area and failed to stop at several posted stop signs. When the Infiniti was near 
the intersection of Winona Street and Acacia Avenue ee Werner observed a revolver 
fly out the passenger side of the vehicle. The Infiniti continued and eventually turned onto San Luis 
Street, a residential street that ends in a cul-de-sac. While his vehicle was still moving, Keahey 
opened the driver’s door and jumped out. The Infiniti continued to roll until it struck a parked van 
and came to a stop. 


When Keahey jumped out of the Infiniti, he rolled to the ground and was nearly struck by 

d Werner’s patrol vehicle. Keahey stood up and began running down the driveway of 
а nearby residence. Werner exited the patrol vehicle and began to run after Keahey. A pick-up 
truck was parked in the driveway next to a fence which enclosed the backyard of the residence. 
Keahey climbed onto the bed of the pick-up truck, jumped over the fence, and fell to the ground. 
Werner jumped onto the pick-up truck and looked over the fence. As Keahey was getting up from 
the ground, he was hunched over and had his hand concealed in his waistband. Keahey turned and 
looked in Werner’s direction. In fear for his life, Werner fired several rounds from his service 
weapon, 


Werner jumped over the fence as Keahey ran across the yard. As Keahey ran, he continued to look 
back at Werner while still holding onto his waistband with his right hand. In fear for his life, 
Werner fired several additional rounds. Keahey continued to run through the yard to the corner of 
the backyard. As Keahey ran, he was hunched over and grabbing his waistband area with his right 
hand. Again, he looked back toward Werner. In fear for his life, Werner fired two more rounds.‘ 
Keahey hopped over a chain link fence into the yard of the adjacent residence. As Werner ran 
toward the fence, Keahey raised both of his hands into the air and lay down on the ground. He was 
taken into custody without further incident. 


? A subsequent investigation revealed that the gunshots were related to a gang-related murder that occurred near the 
intersection of Stockwell Street and Aranbe Avenue which was approximately three blocks from ind 
Wemer’s location. The murder is still under investigation and no arrests have been made.

to stop and get on the ground. Tate did not comply. Instead, he began 
direction while holding his waistband with his hands. In fear for his life, 
ired three rounds from his service weapon, striking Tate one time in his left foot.’ Tate 
lay on the ground and was taken into custody without further incident. Cooper exited the vehicle 
and ran away from the deputies. He was later apprehended by LASD deputies who found him 
hiding under a parked vehicle. No firearms were located on Keahey or Tate's person. 


Keahey and Tate were taken to St. Francis hospital in the City of Lynwood. Keahey was treated for 
multiple gunshot wounds to the chest, left thigh and right buttock. Tate was treated for a single 
gunshot wound to the left foot. 


Statement of Dennis Keahey" 


Keahey is a leader of the Leuder's Park street gang.’ He was driving his Infiniti, but stated that he 
did not know the other passengers in his vehicle. As he was driving, Keahey observed a brown car 
“speeding up on his ass.” He stepped on the gas to get away from the other vehicle. As he turned a 
corner, he observed a police car following him as well. Keahey knew the police were attempting to 
stop him, but he did not stop because he was scared of the police. 


Keahey drove to San Luis Street because he knew people who lived there and thought he would be 
safe. After he parked his car, he exited and was almost run over by the patrol vehicle. Keahey was 
standing on a white pick-up truck when Werner first fired his weapon. After Keahey jumped over 

the gate, Werner fired again, this time striking him. Keahey fell to the ground and told the deputy, 

*| don't got nothing." Keahey told Werner that he was hit. Werner told him to "shut up" and fired 
at him again. 


Keahey denied hearing any gunshots prior to the police following him. He also denied that there 
was а gun in his vehicle or that a gun was thrown from his vehicle during the police pursuit.

Eventually, they turned onto San Luis Street. Tate previously lived on this street. The driver and 
the rear passenger jumped out of the car while it was still moving. After their car collided with a 
parked van, Tate took off his seatbelt and quickly exi hicle. He was *kinda dizzy" because 
he collision.

йш. “Stop or I’m gonna shoot!" Immediately following his command, the deputy 
ired several rounds, striking Tate in the left foot. 


Tate lay on the ground and E — Dm he did not have any weapons. Another deputy 
approached them and asked him where he was hit. When Tate replied that he was shot in his left 
foot, the deputy stepped on his left foot and stated, "That's for making us chase you." 


Tate denied hearing gunshots prior to seeing the deputies following them. He denied knowing there 
was a gun in the vehicle or throwing a gun out of the window. 


Evidence 


A Smith & Wesson, 357 Magnum caliber revolver was recovered from the sidewalk of Winona 
Avenue near Acacia Avenue. It contained six fired 357 magnum caliber cartridge cases. The 
revolver was damaged. Near the handgun was a handgun grip which appeared to have fallen off the 
revolver. Bullets recovered from the scene and the victim of the homicide were analyzed and 
determined to have been fired from this revolver. 


A pair of black pants was recovered from the Infiniti. Inside a pocket of the pants, there was a 
plastic bag containing a 50-count box of *Remington" pistol and revolver 357 magnum cartridges. 
6 cartridges were missing from the box. These cartridges matched the cartridges found in the 
revolver. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense or defense of others actually 
and reasonably believed that he was in danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. Randle 
(2005) 35 Cal.4th 987, 994 (overruled on another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4" 
1172, 1201); People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal.App.2d 153, 161.

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Tn protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. CALCRIM No. 3470. 


*Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety." People v. Collins (1961) 
189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight....The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving — about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation." Graham v. Conner (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined shows that, while on patrol, Deputies И Werner heard 
numerous gunshots which sounded like they came from nearby. As they were going to investigate, 
they observed two vehicles approaching them at a high rate of speed from the direction of the 
gunshots. When EH ted to conduct a traffic stop, the vehicles swerved around them 
and drove in separate directions. ШЕШ... the Infiniti driven by Keahey in an attempt to. 
stop them. Keahey attempted to evade the officers as he drove away in an erratic and unsafe 

man nning several stop signs and traveling at a high rate of speed. During the pursuit, 
a: Werner observed a gun fly out of a window of the vehicle. After Keahey turned 
onto San Luis Street, he jumped out of the car as it was still moving, causing the Infiniti to crash 
into a parked vehicle. 


Keahey ran down the driveway of a nearby residence with Werner following. Keahey’s right hand 
was concealed in his waistband. After Keahey jumped onto the pick-up truck, he turned in 

Werner's direction. Werner believed that Keahey was armed with a firearm because Keahey was 
first observed driving from the direction of the sound of the gunshots, he drove in an erratic manner 
while evading the deputies, a handgun was thrown from his vehicle, and his right hand was 
concealed in his waistband. In fear for his life, Werner responded with deadly force. After Keahey 
jumped over the fence into the backyard of a residence, he turned toward Werner with his right hand 
concealed in his waistband. Again, in fear for his life, Werner responded with deadly force. As 
Keahey ran across the yard, his right hand remained out of sight by his waistband. He continued to 
turn and look back in Werner's direction. In fear for his life, Werner responded with deadly force. 


After the Infiniti collided with the parked vehicle, Tate exited the front passenger seat. Tate was 
hunched over and holding his waistband as he ran in| direction. EH ie: Tate 
to stop and lay on the ground. Tate did not comply. Because heard several gunshots 


from the direction where he first observed the Infiniti, observed the erratic manner in which the

Infiniti attempted to evade the officers, observed a handgun being thrown from the vehicle, and 
could not see Tate’s hands, EE ed that Tate was armed.

We find that Dep ААА... Werner acted in lawful self-defense and in an attempt to 
apprehend dangerous fleeing felons when they used deadly force against Dennis Keahey, Jr. and 
Lawrence Tate.
